to the School committee and citizens of Cumberland:— 

In accordance with your custom the following report is re- 
spectfully submitted. 

At the present time there are eight teachers employed in 
your town (not including teachers of Greely Institute.) 

There have been some changes in our corps of teachers 
in the year just past. Some have resigned for the purpose 
of pursuing professional studies and some have been elected 
to positions paying a higher salary. 

TEXT BOOKS. 

Two years ago the committee voted to introduce the 
Wentworth Arithmetic. I have carried out this adoption as 
far as conditions would permit. 

Many of the books in the schools when I took charge had 
been in use a long time, hence it was found necessary to pur- 
chase new geographies, new grammars and a few new histo- 
ries. Strict economy has been practiced in the general 
school supplies. 

TEACHER'S MEETINGS. 

To keep a system of schools in a progressive condition and 
to keep them from settling into mere routine work requires 
professional study, and enthusiasm and a desire for self im- 
provement. 

Special efforts have been made this year to aid the teachers 
in the more general adoption of the more approved method 
of modern times and in the application of these methods with 
skill and efficiency. 

A teacher who fails to attend one of these meetings must 
have a good and sufficient excuse. 
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SCHOOLS. 

I have done what I could to lay plans and set up ideals of 
achievement that should be worthy of their best effort. 

Teachers have been loyal and eager to follow and profit by 
the suggestions made. 

ATTENDANCE. 

The attendance at No. 8 has not been what it should be. 
Up to the present time we have been unable to get any per- 
son on Chebeague to accept the office of truant officer. In 
all the other schools for the most part the attendance has 
been regular and punctual. 

SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 

Nearly all of the buildings are in first class condition with 
the exception of No. 5. 

It seems to your Superintendent that this building, being 
located as it is, should be either discarded, moved to a more 
central location, or a new building erected near the West 
Cumberland Pair Grounds. 

We are at present transporting about sixteen pupils from 
the district formerly known as No. 13, while the resident pu- 
pils of No. 5 are only four. Each building (on the main 
land ) was thoroughly cleaned and fumigated before the 
opening of the fall term, buildings at Chebeague were cleaned 
at the opening of the spring term. 

Pupil janitors have been employed where it was possible as 
I have found that teachers are unable to get to the building 
early enough to build the fire and get the room warm enough 
at the beginning of the session. 

PROBLEMS. 

I found a marked difference in the efficiency of the various 
schools throughout the town, not only in the abilities of the 
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pupils but in the methods of instruction and equipment. I be- 
lieve the methods of instruction throughout the town should 
be uniform. To this end I directed my energies- 

Some schools seem to be lacking in confidence. By close 
supervision and proper teaching this evil has been overcome 
to a certain extent. 

By my system of reports from teachers to superintendent 
and by frequent visits to the schools our teachers are being 
impressed with the dignity and importance of their work. 

They are learning that the child is the most intricate, the 
most interesting and the most important problem in the 
world; and that it is possible for every school to do all that 
people of common sense expect of it provided the teachers 
know how to teach. 

OUR WORK. 

In reading we are choosing matter of value, either as in- 
formation or literature. As a rule, in lower grades pupils 
learn to read, and in the higher grades they read to learn. 
We are trying to secure good expression, good tones and 
good enunciation. 

In arithmetic we are trying to omit the puzzles and to teach 
pupils to do problems occurring in every day life and to per- 
form operations correctly and quickly. Clear explanations 
and good figures are insisted on, and diagrams are much used. 

Spelling is taught by written and oral methods. Special 
attention is given to the spelling in every written lesson. 

In geography teachers have been instructed to omit un- 
important geograx^hical features; to require original thinking 
as well as memorizing. 

In language and grammar the aim has been to secure correct 
expression and thought- Considerable attention has been 
given to analysis- Every lesson is made an exercise in the 
use of good english. 

Letter writing, business and social forms, declamations, 
etc., arc all included in the language vork- 
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American History is taught by the topic method, using 
text book, outline maps, stories and by reading. 

We are teaching physiology to some extent and incidental- 
ly hygiene. 

The wise law of the State requiring that at least ten min- 
utes of each week be devoted to instruction in regard to the 
effects of alchoholic drinks, stimulants and narcotics, is ob- 
served. A few minutes of each week is given to special 
exercises, consisting of reciting in concert, quotations, drills 
in mental arithmetic, physical culture, lccal geography and 
local history. 

At the close of the spring term all schools met at the 
Institute where a picnic dinner was served and a literary 
program was carried out. 

No. 2 has purchased quite a few books thus laying the 
foundation of a library, and also purchased a very handsome 
clock. These purchases were made from the proceeds of an 
exhibition given by the pupils at the close of the fall term. 

No. 3 purchased a large dictionary and stand, also several 
beautiful pictures. No. 9 and No. 8 have added pictures to 
their reception rooms. 

Each school has received from six to twelve visits per term. 

Under the old method of visiting the schools during the 
first and last weeks it offers no opportunity of suggestion by 
the Superintendent or seeing that the suggestions are carried 
out. 

The supervision of schools is as much a profession as law, 
medicine or the ministry. 

CHEBEAGUE HIGH SCHOOL. 

At the close of the spring term seven pupils were graduat- 
ed. 

The work of this school has been very satisfactory although 
it has been impossible to retain the same teacher more than 
one term. 
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During the fall and winter terms the attendance has been 
regular and punctual.

Report of Principal of 
Greely Institute* 

To the Superintendent of Schools. 

I have the honor to hereby submit my first annual report 
of Greely Institute. 

When I came to this school last August I found it in excel- 
lent condition; especially regarding deportment. It showed 
evidences of high moral training and reflected great credit 
upon those who had previously controlled the action of the 
pupils. 

The scholarship of the advanced classes of the school was 
excellent; and I was pleased to note that quality rather than 
quantity of work had been the aim of my predecessor. 

During the past year much care has been given to bringing 
the pupils into closer conformity to the prescribed courses 
of the school and now, with a few exceptions, the matter has 
been quite satisfactorily adjusted. 

Special attention has been given to the work of the Scien- 
tific Department, the aim being to stimulate a greater degree 
of interest in those studies pertaining to nature. With this 
end in view, the amount of laboratory work has been increas- 
ed and much care has been given to the correlation of ex- 
periments, so that the result might be a well built structure 
rather than a number of isolated pieces of material. We 
have now three boys taking advanced work in physics, the 
way for such work having been opened last year when a well 
, selected amount of apparatus was added to the laboratory. 

My associate teachers have worked efficiently and faith- 
fully and the success of the year's work is due very largely 
to their untiring efforts. 

The school is as large now as it has been for a number of 
years, forty-six having been registered during the year, elev- 
en of whom an? tuition pupils. 
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The most crying need of the Institute is, more time; and I 
hope that another year may be added making a five year's 
course: for, the pupils coming, as they do, from ungraded 
schools, are graduated quite young, which fact makes it dffi- 
cult, if not quite impossible, for them to receive the full 
benefits that a high school ought to give. 

A five years course should be adopted; the reputation of the 
school calls for it, the times demand it. 

In closing this report, I wish to express my sincere appre- 
ciation for the help and encouragement I have received from 
the Superintendent, Trustees, my associate teachers and the 
patrons of the school.

TO THE SCHOOL COMMITTE AND CITIZENS OF CUMBERLAND. 

In accordance to your custom the following report is re- 
spectfully submitted. 

During the past year eight teachers have been employed 
in the common schools and Chebeague High School. 

There have been some changes in our corps of teachers. 
We have been able to retain the same teacher in Chebeague 
High School during the past two terms 

Teachers have been loyal and nearly all have given us 
their best effort. 

Never in the history of the public schools of Maine have 
teachers of experience and qualifications, been so difficult 
to procure as during the past year 

I will not say that I beleive the importance of our teach- 
ers' work is not recognized, but I do believe it is not fully 
appreciated. I wish that more would visit the schools, and 
not merely on special occasions, but at times when they 
would see the regular work of the school. Such visiting 
would be a great encouragement and help to both pupils and 
teachers. In some of our schools we have had many visit- 
ors and it is a noticible fact that it has been a benefit I am 
pleased to report that the number of cases of corporal pun- 
ishment has decreased over fifty per cent, during the last 
year. 

A course of study has been prepared for the use of the 
Cumberland schools. 

This course of study covers the ground of that prescribed 
by the State, but furnishes a deffinate guide for the teachers 
and pupils. 



TEXT BOOKS, 

We are now supplied with text books that seem very well 
adapted to our needs. The books purchased during the last 
year have supplied the present demand. 

TEACHERS' MEETINGS. 

At the close of the spring term all schools of the main 
land met at Institute Hall where a 'literary program was car- 
ried out and topics of interest to our schools were discussed. 

During the fall term an opportunity of attending a meet- 
ing of the Maine Teachers' Association at Auburn was given. 

During the winter term a general educational meeting was 
held at the Centre. 

The importance of keeping the public in close touch with 
the work of our schools, cannot be overestimated. 

The educational sentiment of our community depends 
largely upon efforts of your Superintendent. 

I have followed the plan mentioned in my former report 
of visiting the schools often, carefully inspecting the work 
and making suggestions when necessary. 

READING. 

Much more progress in this branch has been made than 
in the previous year. More time has been given to this 
branch as the importance of the work has become more 
generally known by citizens as well as educators. We have 
done one third more work in this branch than at any time 
since I have been connected with your schools. 

ARITHMETIC. 

The plan as outlined in last year's report has been followed. 
There is no more important work in the whole nine years of 
arithmetic than in the first four years. 



The child who adds, subtracts, multiplies and divides rap- 
idly has the automatic command, and if he has this he has 
the keynote to successful arithmetic. The child is led to 
see in multiplication a short method in addition and with 
grouping- of even numbers in multiplication the correspond- 
ing- ones in division. Every combination in addition teaches 
the complement fact in subtraction As he is ever passing 
from the known to the unknown he is led to link one into 
the other, thereby showing the relation of yesterday's les- 
son to that of today. 

To some of the teachers I have furnished outlines and 
general work in this study. 

GEOGRAPHY. 

In the third grade we have introduced an inductive study 
of geography. The child is led to the knowledge he gains 
by observation lessons. In the fourth grade we consider the 
child ready for a text book. Topics in geography have been 
furnished to teachers desiring the same. 

With geography a correlation of some topics in civics has 
been arranged. This serves to connect the study more close- 
ly with human interests and furnishes some useful ideas 
about the world of men. 

HISTORY. 

The salient facts in the history of our country we have 
endeavored to impress upon the minds of the pupils. This 
cannot be done in a brief time because appreciation and un- 
derstanding of historical events must grow with the child. 
For this reason we have given considerable attention to his- 
tory during the last three years of the common school course. 

Topics especially adapted to the needs of the individual 
schools have been given to some of the schools. 

SPELLING. 

Spelling is a subject requiring special, constant and daily 
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drill. It is true that some persons show a special aptitude 
and accuracy in spelling, and that still more become good 
spellers by observation in reading and by practice in writing. 

But these facts do not detract from the great importance of 
a systematized and thorough study of the forms of English 
words, and no pupil can be expected to emerge from illiteracy 
until he has been subjected to an intelligent and thorough 
drill in the spelling of common, usual and essential words. 

We have taught the pupils spelling by pronouncing the 
words, denning the same and by the correct use of words in 
sentences. 

WRITING. 

The system of writing used in your schools is a plain ser- 
visable and simplified script. A natural slant from the ver- 
tical is furnished by the copy in use. Regular exercises 
in writing are given. In all the written exercises for com- 
position work for tests, and in all subjects we are urging 
the children to use a neat and careful handwriting. By this 
method pupils may acquire and retain a good handwriting. 

LANGUAGE AND GRAMMAR. 

The study of language cultivates the art of expressing 
ideas in words. It occupies an important position from the 
lowest to the highest grade. One of the best points of school 
instruction is the power- which children gain of expressing 
their thoughts both correct and intelligble. The three ele- 
ments in language study are thought, motive, and guided 
practice. In grammar the subject is presented in a gradual 
and systematic manner in order that the teaching may not 
go beyond the understanding of the pupil. Analysis and 
parsing are constantly practiced in the higher grades.

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NEW SCHOOL HOUSE. 

The new school building at No. 13 is a commodious and 
convenient structure. We have experienced some difficulty 
in securing a good draught for the stove, but finally by put- 
ting a revolving cap and extending the chimney, the stove 
worked perfectly. 

REPAIRS. 

It was found necessary to shingle No. 9 building. A stove 
was purchased for No. 8, one for Chebeague High School, 
and one for No. 2 school. Incidental repairs have been made 
on all buildings. A coat of paint for No. 2 and No. 8 would 
be a. good investment for the town.

During the year past a new Principal was elected occasion- 
ed by the resignation of the former principal. An assistant 
was also secured for the winter term as Mrs. Davis obtained 
a leave of absence. Although a change of Principals was 
made during the fall term the work suffered no great inter- 
ruption. The number of tuition paying pupils remains about 
the same. 

The importance of a high school course is generally recog- 
nized by our citizens and the Institute receives its share of 
patronage from the surrounding towns. The attendance

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has been on the whole regular and punctual. The Trustees 
have taken an active interest in the management of affairs 
and the school is not lacking in equipment. 

Your superintendent has taken every opportunity to urge 
pupils to attend when they are fitted to do high school work. 

The pupils who have entered college from this school, are 
all reported by their respective institutions to be doing first 
class work. This fact of itself I think speaks well for the 
school. 

The work has progressed smoothly and quite a large class 
is preparing to graduate at the close of the spring term.
